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The UAal Ienberg Committee of Greater Philadelphia was organized 
iril, 1982- We cooperate with Wallenberg Committees throughout 
country and abroad, but we are -financially and legally independantj 
and tax exempt, depending on individual contributions which are tax 
deductible. We are incorporated as a non-profit educational 
organization, composed of volunteers who share the objective of 

securing Raoul Wallenberg's release from the Soviet union, 

publicizing his heroism and his ironic plight, and honoring him. -The 
Wallenberg Committees are agreed that Raoul Gustav Wallenberg has 
well earned his place in the history of humanitarian heroes, and w^ 
to guarantee that place far him. We are also agreed that his 
impr i sonmen t is an outrageous miscarriage of justice, long 
in its correction. Tens of thousands of people owe their lives 
him, and our committee provides a vehicle through which people, - 
regardless of religion, political allegiance, or ethnic background 
can express their gratitude for a heroic testimony made forty 
ago. 
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Since the committee’s inception, our efforts have led to a 
resolution, passed unanimously by the Philadelphia Bar Association*, 
calling for the President and the Department of State to make every 
effort to convince the Soviet Union to release Mr. Wallenberg. A 
iar resolution has been drafted by The Lutheran Church in 
America, S.E. Pennsylvania Synod. Additionally, the local chapter of 
the Am%.^ican Institute of Architecture has made Raoul Gustav 
Wallenberg an Honorary Member. 

We testified at, and, in fact, initiated the Congress i onal 
\ Oversight Hear i ng of the Human Rights Subcommittee of the House 
Foreign Affairs Committee an August 3, 1983. This was a subcommittee 

hearing on Law 97-34-Octob«r 5th, 1991 which not only conferred 
Honorary Citizenship on Mr. Wallenberg, but also requests the 
President to "take all possible steps to ascertain from the Soviet 
Union, the whereabouts of Raoul Wal lenberg and to secure his return 
to freedom.*. We have been lobbying for a similar oversight hearing 
in the Senate Foreign Relations Committee, but have been unable to 
nbt a i n one . 

193*3 marks the 40th anniversary of the end of World War Two; the 
liberation of inmates from Nazi concentration camps? and the arrest 
and imprisonment of Raoul Gustav Wal lenberg. 

This year, on January 17, the day on which Mr. Wallenberg was 
arrested forty years ago, we initiated the tradition of a bell 
ringing at 12:00 noon in coope|^fon| w^th^chur ches , synagogues and 
campuses throughout the area,,' ® Centennial Bell 

atop Independence Hall and thje 1 * atop Visitor 
Center. Bells were rung 40 times -as far away As Australia, once for 
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each year of i mpr i sanment . The day ended with a cartdle-1 i^ht vigil 
in the Judge Lewis — Quadrangle, across -from the Liberty Bell. We 
intend to continue and expand the bel 1 -ringing and the vigil annually 
until Raoul Wallenberg’s -freedom is secured. 

In March, as part o-f the scheduled events o-f the 15th annual 
i n t er nat i on a 1 and interdenominational Scholars’ Conference an the 
Church Struggle, entitled "Forty Years After" , held in Philadelphia 
and sponsored by the U.S. Holocaust Memorial Council, The Wallenberg 
Committee o-f Greater Philadelphia co-sponsored a Raoul Wallenberg 
Tribute Dinner. 

We were well represented at the National Gathering o-f Holocaust 
Survivors, held in Philadelphia in April, 1985, where we had a 
Wallenberg booth and sponsored the appearance o-f David Harel from 
Canada and his film, “Hitler’s No.l Enemy: Buried Alive*. twaoui 

Wallenberg: Buried Alive) as part of the program. "U. S. News and 

World Report - , May 6th issue, carried a photograph of our group 
carrying the banner to "Free Wallenberg", leading thousands of 
survivors, including many freed by Wallenberg, in a march down 
Chestnut Street from the Monument of the Six Million Martyrs to 
Independence Hall. 

The Wallenberg Committee of Greater Philadelphia brought Carl 
Levine’s play, "Wallenberg: Tribute to a Lost Hero" to the Theater 

Center Philadelphia, where it ran from April 17 to May 26, 1935. 

.Carl Levine is Professor Emeritus at Colorado State University. We 
supported this production with matching grants. The Committee also 
held a theatre benefit in May. 

In April members of the Wallenberg Committee were invited by 
Nuh 1 onberg College in Allentown, Pa. to attend a Concert/Tr ibuU to 
Raoul Wallenberg, featuring the Liberty Bell Trio (members of the 
Philadelphia Orchestra) . On this occasion, th? college awarded an 
Honorary Doctorate of Humane Letters to Raoul Gustav Wallenberg. 

We regularly participate in local fairs and symposiums and have 
held workfihuQS. We have collected thousands of signatures on 
petitions to both free Mr. Wallenberg and to award him the Nobel 
Peace Prize. We are increasingly asked to provide guest speakers to 
local schools and colleges and do so with alacrity. We act as a 
resource center on Mr. Wallenberg’s history and current activities 
on his behalf, ; as well as participate in many Wal 1 enber g- re- 1 at ed 
media events. 

In addition to appearing on talk shows, The Committee and 
P.B.S.-T.V. (channel 12) cooperated from 1983 to 1985, re the 
showing of David Harel *s T.V. documentary, "Hitler’s No. 1 Enemy: 
Buried Alive", including a Spot Light interview with the Committee’s 
President which aired several times in advance of the film’s 
presentation. In 1985 The Wallenberg Committee worked with Lippin 
Grant Inc., public relations agents for N.B.C. in promoting publicity 
for the April miniseries, "Wallenberg: A Hero’s Story**. 

Due to our efforts. Amnesty International has taken up the 
Wallenberg case, and named him a Prisoner of Conscience, assigning 
his case to the Republic of Ireland for investigation.
